species (ii) Bovine holo-transferrin (claim 4) 

(iii) Lactoferrin (claim 4) 

(iv) Lysozyme (claim 4) 

(v) Shock proteins (claim 4) 

Claims 1-3 and 5-18 are generic 



(C) Bacterial (1) E. coli expression system (claim 10) 

Expression (2) Caulobacter crescent expression system (claim 10) 

systems (3) Proteus mirabilis expression system (claim 10) 

Claims 1-9 and 1 1-18 are generic 



According to the Examiner the above identified species do not share significant 
common structure, biochemical, immunological and/or taxonomical characteristics. Although 
applicants disagree with the Examiner's characterization applicants hereby request examination 
of the claims electing the species of (A) the alkanediol 1 ,2-hexanediol, (B) heat shock protein, 
and (C) the E. coli bacterial expression system for searching and examination. The elected 
species of (A), the alkanediol 1 ,2-hexanediol, is readable on pending claims 1, 2, 13, 14 and 17. 
The elected species of (B), heat shock protein, is readable on claims 1, 4, 5, 7-9, 13 and 15-17. 
The elected species of (C), the E. coli bacterial expression system, is readable on pending claims 
9 and 10. 
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An Action on the merits is respectfully requested.
